native of Tennessee, and for the past two 
or three years in Ihe employ of Mr. David 
Batchelder, near Niantic, in this county, 
ai a farm hand, died la tbe kitchen of the 
city calaboose, on South Church street, 
at two minutes past three o'clock this 
morning. 
Canon came to Decatur on 


Tuesday morning last with bis employer, 
and daring the afternoon of thntMay was 
struck three times with a policeman's 
cine in the sample room of D. W. Bren- 
neman's 
wholesale 
liquor house, by 


Special Policeman Charles Johnson, late 
an employe at tbe coal shaft, who has 
lakcn John Tucker's place on Ihe force. 
Carson was taken to the calaboose by 
Policeman Johnson and was placed in a 
cell as a "plain drunk." The olScer found 
about $3 in cash upon ais person, but no 
revolver or club. Carson was noisy while 
being searched, and when put behind Ihe 
bars appeared lo be able to stand alone. 
At 12 o'clock on Tuesday night Carson 
was (akcn suddenly ill, a fact which win. 
first .'discovered by another prisoner whn 
was in the same cell with him. Jailor 
Adams was notified of Jibe condition of 
Carson, and on yesterday morning Doctor 
Sinley was summoned to attend him — 
Last evening the sick man, who was then 
fast losing consciousness, was removed 
from the cell to the kitchen of the" jiil, 
where he was closely watched and care- 
fully tended up to the moment of hi.s 
death.

testilied: I saw Carson first al H a. m. 
!Hh. Found him insensible. He had had 
an attack of apoplexy. Called upon him 
repeatedly. He gradually grew worse.— 
Do not think that attack of apoplexy was 
the result of recent violence. Could not 
discover any signs that he had been re- 
cently struck. 


Charles Myers testified: Was in Brcn- 


neman'R saloon at the time of the difficul- 
ty. Johnson came iu and got a glass of 
beer. 
Carson called for another drink, 


and talked to the barkeeper. Johnson 
told Carson to be still, ('arson said he 
would keep quiet when he got ready. 
Johnson took hold of Carron and said, 
"Come with me." Carson pulled away. 
Johnson ugain caught Carson, and struck 
him with hi.s cluli above the left ear — 
Deceased made no disturbance while the 
policeinnu was iu the bar-room. After 
Carson hail been struck by the policr 


man, 
lie threw up his hi'.udaand quivered.
